zation. The question of GEHA Incorporation status would be depen- 
dent upon a meeting with the General Counsel of Mutual of Omaha 
and subsequent negotiations with the District of Columbia authorities.

of GEHA. In addition, the tax return of GEHA due 15 May was still 
under discussion as to the amount of information which should be 
included in the return.

advised the Board of the new arrangements with the Washington 
Hospital Center whereby Agency personnel would be required to make 
a $50.00 deposit on all admissions except for maternity, in which case 
the customary fee of $100.00, as in all hospitals, would be required. 
The Board members were informed that in the opinion of the officers 
it was not necessary to put out an Agency-wide notice on this subject 
due to the fact that in most cases admission forms had to be obtained 
from the Insurance Branch at which time persons would be informed 
of this situation. 
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6. The Board was further advised of the possibility of an 
increase in rates, and a deductible type of insurance for claims in 
connection with the Emergency Travel Program, such matters to be 
discussed at a meeting to be held with the Underwriters on Friday, 
May 16, 1958. 

7. The final item on the Agenda was a discussion by Mr. 

at the request of the Board members, regarding various 

insurance programs which might be of interest to the Board, these 
being programs not carried by GEHA. 

8. The question of delinquent notices was discussed, in line 
with the recommendation of the President wherein it had been 
proposed to discontinue the sending of delinquent notices on all 
accounts paid monthly. Inasmuch as the Board Chairman felt that 
this was partially an administrative problem, it was agreed that Mr. 

would discuss the matter with Mr. Stewart, Director of 
Personnel. 

9. There being no further business the meeting adjourned at 
3:45 P.M.
